The 
much-maligned 
Hudson 
River is cleaner than y ou think. 
This 
was 
apparent 
from 
favorable testimony given at a 
hearing held here last week by 
the 
Water 
Resources 
Com­ 
mission. 
The commission is expected 
t o 
upgrade 
the 
river’s 
classification in the immediate 
area to A. for water supply use. 
The section of the river below 
Esopus 
Point, 
running to a 
point 
north 
of 
Beacon 
has 
already been classified A, for 
waiter supply use. Poughkeepsie 
and Highland both pump water 
from this section of the Hudson. 
The section of the river which 
f l ow s 
by 
Ulster County 
currently holds a B classifica­ 
tion, best use for recreation. 
T h e 
commission 
heard 
testimony about Ulster County 
position from Herbert Hekler, 
director 
of 
Ulster 
County 


Planning Board, and Harry F. 
Edinger,, 
director 
of 
Ulster 
County Department of Health. 
Hekler's statement noted that 
reclassification of the river in 
the Ulster area would probably 
not req uire a higher degree of 
sewage treatment on the part 
of 
Ulster 
communities 
than 
already mandated. 
He 
stated, 
“ We 
certainly 
favor the preservation of this 
stretch of the river for water 
supply purposes. However, we 
d o 
nek 
wish 
to 
have 
unreasonable standards imposed 
on our communities particularly 
when one realizes the gross 
pollution of the river upstream 
by industry and municipalities. 
We also do not wish to see 
legitimate 
commercial 
devel­ 
opment 
s t u n t e d , 
such 
as 
heavy industry or marinas, by 
unreasonable 
enforcement 
of 
standards which do not include 
consideration of water supply 
intake locations for best water 
use." 


In referring to the pollution 
from upstream, Hekler gave the 
report by Quick, Lawler and 
MutUskey 
engineers 
of 
April 
1968 which listed the estimated 
biochemical 
oxy gen 
demand 
B.O.D leading from Glens Falls 
to Catskill to be 334.000 pounds 
per day , while the loading from 
Catskill 
to 
Bear 
Mountain 
Bridge was only 33,000 pounds 
per day . This is the amount 
of effluent that can be absorbed 
by the oxy gen in the w ater 
which acts as a purify ing agent. 
In his statement Hekler said 
the county was concerned with 
the use of the Hudson for this 
area aa a long term waiter 
supply which is estimated to b« 
in the order of 50 million gal­ 
lons per day by the turn o£ the 
century . He noted that Ulster 
is water poor because the major 
streams have been truncated 
and are being used by the New 
York City water supply sy stem. 
Also, the area ground w ater 


supplies are very limited due 
to the bedrock and clay s which 
do not permit ready absorption 
or precipitation into the ground.

Hekler stressed the need for 
providing information to Ulster 
County on proposals concerning 
the supply of water in this 
area. He noted that in one of 
the reports a dam was proposed 
for the Shawangunk Kill in the 
Town of Gardiner. This was

The Hekler report noted that 
Ulster

in this m atter with a resolution 
which was forwarded to the 
proper authorities. 
Efforts Applauded 
Hekler applauded the efforts 
to control pollution in this area 
but 
said

problem is not sewage, but salt 
water intrusion if New York

Hy de Park point. He suggested 
prompt action to develop low 
flow augmentation which would 
release 
water

The source said 15 of the 85 
“ communist cadre" were wom­ 
en and that all of those arrested 
had criminal or pro-Oommu- 
nist records. Most of them were 
longtime residents of Saigon, he 
added. 
The roundup began Nov. 11 
and is still going on. The source 
said it began with the arrest of 
a senior Communist lieutenant 
who tipped off police to 16 Viet 
Cong cells within the city . 
The city wide hunt also has 
netted 
14 
Chinese 
pistols, 
a 
number of mines, grenades and 
plastic explosives, the source 
reported. 
The South Vietnamese arm of 
North 
Vietnam’s 
Communist 
party is known to be creating a 
grass-roots government across 
South Vietnam, apparently in 
anticipation of an end to the 
Vietnam war. American intelli­ 
gence confirms the q uasigovern­ 
ment already exists throughout 
five provinces and in more than 
1,000 villages and hamlets. Com­ 
munist documents claim the ex­ 
istence of “liberation councils 
in two of Saigon’s nine pre­ 
cincts, but U.S. officials say the 
councils exist only on paper. 
Only scattered ground fight­ 
ing was reported in South Viet­ 
nam today .

Broadside Collision 
Off the Vietnamese coast, the 
U.S. carrier Hancock and the 
Navy supply ship Camden col­ 
lided broadside Tuesday as the 
Camden was transferring sup­ 
plies to the carrier. 


As the two ships came togeth­ 
er, an F8 Crusader je<t and a 
twin-engine courier plane fell 
from the Hancock’s starboard 
elevator and landed on the Cam­ 
den. The Navy said nobody was 
hurt, but the Camden had to sail 
for the Philippines for repairs. 
The Hancock received only 
minor damage and continued on 
station off Vietnam, said the 
Navy .

City Beat 
Pro b lems fo r City Dems 


By H U G H REYN O LD S 


Most of the political talk following this y ear’s elections 
in Kingston has centered around the problems of the Re­ 
publicans h1io took a 21*1 shellacking in the Council. Little, 
if any , has been said about those of the Democrats. 
The Demos, for the first time, hav e absolute control of 
the city . 
They hav e ev ery elected office, may or, judge, 
alderman-at-large and the entire council, sav e one seat, John 
Machione’s and some Democrats are confidently speaking 
of “ getting” Machione nex t y ear. 
The problem then if holding on to this new found power, 
and it won’t be easy . 
The crux of the problem centers around the choosing of 
chairmen for nex t y ear’s Common Council committees, a 
task assigned to the alderman-at-large, Bob Gallo. 
Gallo 
faces the unenv iable job of picking ten chairmen out of 12 
Democrats. 
Normally , the party in power assigns one of its mem­ 
bers as chairman of a committee, there being ten committees 
with Laws and Rules and Finance Way s and Means, the 
major ones. Unfortunately , for Gallo, he has ts*o ex tra alder­ 
men this y ear. 
How does he resolv e this problem? 
Does he create co- 
chairmen for two committees? 
Doubtfully . Does he create 
two new committees? Ditto. 
It would appear that two aldermen will not get commit­ 
tee chairmenships but which two? 
A look at the Democrats in the Council rev eals an ev en 
split between newcomers and v eterans. Coming into office 
are John Heitzman, Jack Finch, Don Quick, Mike Perry , 
Fred Harder and Emillio Primo. Heitzman, Quick and Pri- 
mo hav e prev ious Council ex perience. 
The v eterans include Flo Ludlow, Joe Conlin, Cliff Sins- 
abaugh, Ed Norton, Pete Mancuso and Jim Madden. Here 
again there is a split, Ludlow, Conlin and Madden are one- 
y ear aldermen, while the others hav e all serv ed more than 
four. 
Howev er, all those facts go out the window when we re­ 


turn to the Democrats’ original problem, consolidating their 
power. And in order to do that on a permanent basis they 
hav e to maintain their hold Uptown, the traditional Repub­ 
lican strongholds, the area from which the Republicans will 
come storming back. 
Therefore, three names loom v ery large, Heitzman, 
Finch and Quick, the representativ es from the First, Fifth 
and Six th Wards, respectiv ely . 
These men hav e a legitimate claim to power and pres­ 
tige; the power and prestige that rests in three positions, 
majority leader, chairman of finance, chairman of laws and 
rules. Those positions are currently held by two men who 
ran unopposed, Norton (majority leader and laws and rules 
chairman) and Mancuso (finance chairman). 
But what about Norton and Mancuso, two men often 
mentioned for alderman-at-large in 19 69 ? Both hav e sur­ 
v iv ed the Republican y ears (19 6 5 -6 5 ) and hav e worked 
their way up to their important positions. And both hav e 
represented their wards ov er the y ears as in such a manner 
to render themselv es v irtually unbeatable, thus the lack of 
opposition in this y ear’s election. 
Neither Norton nor Mancuso is going to giv e up their 
present positions without a howl and their howls could 
prov e most embarrassing for some of our high officials. 
These guy s know where the skeletons hang. 
Meanwhile the future of the party lies Uptown, as it al­ 
way s has, despite reapportionment. A quick look at v oting 
figures in this recent election rev eals that slightly more than 
5,000 persons out of less than 11,000 v oted in the Uptown 
Wards, the First, Second, Third, Fifth and Six th. 
These 
new wards comprise the old 12th, Second and 11th. 
Two things are obv ious. The v ote is still Uptown and as 
Uptown goes so goes the city , an all-important considera­ 
tion when choosing city -wide candidates such as may or, 
judge, and alderman-at-large. 
The battle lines are drawn with the opening shots ex ­ 
pected shortly after Gallo names committees for the 19 69 
Common Council, between Christmas and New Years.

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Sales Tax Is Realistic 


In this day with all fo rms o f tax atio n blo o ming 
pro fusely and widely in states, co unties and municipali­ 
ties thro ugho ut the co untry , the anno uncement that there 
will be a real estate tax rate decrease nex t y ear in Ulster 
Co unty is ex hilarating news to lo cal tax pay ers, who 
hav e abo ut all the go v ernment they can affo rd. Co unty 
department heads are to be co ngratulated fo r the fine 
start they hav e made to ward the efficient and eco no mic 
administratio n o f co unty go v ernment. 
Because o f this pro po sed reductio n, the result o f a 
$200,000 surplus o f funds which will be returned as esti­ 
mated rev enue to reduce the real estate tax lev y , Co unty 
Chairman Peter J . Sav ago declares there is no need 
fo r a co unty sales tax this y ear. 


There is no gainsay ing the fact that tax pay ers are 
o v erburdened and that real estate is carry ing abo ut all 
it can in tax es, but there is no po ssible way that the tax 
line can be rigidly held in the y ears ahead with such 
mandated capital ex penditures as a $4 .2 millio n infir­ 
mary , a $2 millio n co unty jail, a co unty airpo rt, co m­ 
munity co llege ex pansio n, mo re parking facilities at the 
co unty o ffice building and the demand fo r additio n ser- 
j 
v ices in the ex panding co mmunities. Mandated salary 
increases fo r co unty emplo y es will further increase the 
co st o f go v ernment. 
So what is to be gained by sweeping the tax pro b­ 
lem under the rug fo r ano ther y ear? The legislato rs, 
who feel they are caught in a bind because o f the un­ 
po pularity o f the sales tax , must be realistic and remain 
realistic and let the chips fall where they may . Po liti­ 
cal mo tiv atio n has no place in serio us co nsideratio n o f 
a sales tax . 
Majo rity Leader Do uglas V. Dy e and fiv e co unty legis­ 
lato rs fro m the so uthern district suppo rt Chairman 
Sav ago in his o ppo sitio n to the co unty sales tax . To wns 
represented by the fiv e legislato rs are in clo se pro x imity 
to Dutchess and Orange Co unties, which hav e no sales 
tax . 
Rev enue anticipated fro m the sales tax based o n two 
per cent is $4 .5 millio n and $7 millio n fro m a three per 
cent tax . Summer and winter reso rt patro ns fro m o ut 
o f to wn and v isito rs patro nizing gaso line statio ns and 
Ho t Sho ppe Restaurants o n the Thruway wo uld be large 
co ntributo rs. 
It is well, ho wev er, fo r legislato rs to remember that a 
sales tax is no t a blank check fo r a lav ish spending spree. 
Tax pay ers still will ex pect them to wo rk hard to cut the 
“ fat” o ut o f the co unty budget and eliminate po litical 
o r patro nage jo bs that are no t abso lutely essential o nes 
o n the pay ro ll. Any legislato r who believ es that we can 
hav e go o d go v ernment witho ut a tight o peratio n o f the 
tax pay ers’ do llar will find himself in Fantasy -land. 
With co ntinued effectiv e and thrifty go v ernment, a 
co unty sales tax co uld reliev e the heav y burden o n the 
pro perty o wner, enco urage industry and business to set­ 
tle here and stimulate ho me o wnership in this beautiful 
co unty . 
When the public hearing is held o n the pro po sed sales 
tax lev y , co mplete info rmatio n sho uld be made av ailable 
to the tax pay ers, who then will be able to co mmunicate 
their tho ughts to the legislato rs. 


Pro sperity Sans Inflatio n 


Eco no mists are running wild try ing to predict Presi­ 
dent-elect Nix o n’s eco no mic co urse. We are no t abo ut to 
jo in them fo r the simple reaso n that the President-elect 
has kept his co unsel so far and any predictio n based o n 
his campaign speeches o r the statements o f so me o f his 
adv isers wo uld no t be tenable no w. He will be facing 
reality in 6 0 day s, no t theo ry . 
Like his predecesso rs fro m Eisenho wer thro ugh Ken­ 
nedy and J o hnso n, Nix o n’s eco no mic aim is the same: 
pro sperity witho ut inflatio n, stability with full emplo y ­ 
ment, a so und do llar with a healthy balance o f pay ­ 
ments. Ev en witho ut a far-away war to co mplicate the 
budget, o r frustrated ex pectatio ns to churn the do mestic 
o utlo o k, this wo uld be a big o rder. With these realities, 
it is an almo st impo ssible o ne. 
Inflatio n has been climbing in recent mo nths as co st 
o f liv ing wage agreements and new and higher wages 
o n o ne hand and bigger pro fits o n the o ther hav e fueled 
the eco no my . President J o hnso n’s attempt to ho ld do wn 
inflatio n by an eco no mic slo wdo wn, the surtax and lo wer 
spending, is y et to slo w the inflatio n. Emplo y ment has 
no t been reduced, no r has pro ductio n, and prices hav e 
risen. 
The alternativ es are no t v ery attractiv e. Higher un­ 
emplo y ment, lo wer pro ductio n, stable prices might re 
v erse the inflatio n, but at what risk? An eco no mic slo w­ 
do wn, o r a po ssible mild recessio n, is hardly a pleasant 
o utlo o k. No . these hardly seem the po licy o f a President 
bent o n co ntinuing go o d times. 
Nix o n’s cho ice, per fo rce, is rising emplo y ment, pro ­ 
ductio n and pro sperity witho ut inflatio n. They seem to 
be co ntradicto ry . Acco mplishing them will be a miracle 
o f eco no mic management. It will be an early test o f 
the new administratio n.

George Riederer, 67. was shot 
during a holdup in his tavern 
four years ago. and last year he 
wounded another holdup man. 
Tuesday, he shot and killed a 
third gunman who invaded the 
bar, police said. 
The man, carrying a pistol, 
entered*the bar and pointed the 
gun at Riederer’s wife, Bertha, 
64, while her husband was in 
their apartment over the tav 
ern, police said. 
Riederer told police he heard 
the gunman, who was not iden­ 
tified. announce, "Don’t nobody 
move or I ’ll kill them.” 
Riederer picked up a shotgun 
and walked down the stairs to 
the bar just as the robber train­ 
ed the pistol on a woman cus­ 
tomer and said, "Get me the 
money or I ’ll kill her," police 
said.

male 
patron pushed the 
woman to safety and Riederer 
fired through the doorway, po 
lice stated, sending a deer slug 
into the bandit’s body. 
He died a short time later in 
Sisters Hospital, police said. 
Riederer said he was shot in 
the hip in 1964 when a bandit 
robbed the bar, and stated he 
still carried that bullet in his 
body. 
Last December, he wounded 
another would-be robber.
